Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  3 1st.  December  I960. 

Once  again  the  general  health  of  the  population 
remained  good,  but  again  there  was  a small  increase  in  the  population,  i.e., 
of  30,  amd  it  is  to  "he  hoped  that  major  construction  works  projected  in  the 
vicinity  and  other  industries  will  be  introduced  to  continue  this  trend. 


In  this  connection  it  will  bo  noted  that  the  total 
number  of  live  births  increased  by  four,  but  the  number  of  deaths  increased 

by  six.  The  nurat>er  0f  deaths  from  cancer  decreased  from 

five  to  three,  and  once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  a carry  over  of  the  previous  year's  epidemic;;  of  measles,  and 
onoe  again  there  were  no  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Griffiths  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECT  CR  1 S AftgjAL  REPORT  FJR  I960 

1.  DRiilNAg-E*  Action  under  Section  44-  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was  taken 
with  regard  to  those  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  not  having  the  exclusive 
use  of  a sanitary  convenience.  As  a result  seven  new  water  closets  were 
erected,  and  only  one  instance  remains  of  two  dwelling  houses  sharing  the  sane 
convenience . 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  septic  tanks  at  Brynygroes  and  Loch  Cafe. 

2.  WATER  SUPPLY . Two  water  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 

were  placed  in  Class  1 - satisfactory.  Only  one  house  in  the  district  obtains 
water  by  means  of  a stand-pipe. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  use  the  provisions  of  Section  138 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  secure  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome 
water  to  one  dwelling  house. 

3»  CIEAN  JlLR . It  was  not  necessary  to  enforce  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 

Clean  ,*iir  Act,  1956.  The  Council  were  represented  at  a meeting  convened  by  the 
Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  at  Wrexham. 

4*  PUBLIC^ _C LEiiHSING; . A special  effort  was  nade  to  secure  the  provision  of  proper 
covered  dustbins  for  the  reception  of  house  refuse.  Some  improvement  was 
effected,  but  the  general  position  is  still  not  satisfactory. 

5*  NUIS AHC_E_S . The  Council  continued  to  use  the  nuisance  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  to  secure  essential  repairs  where  informal  approached 
had  not  been  successful.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  use  the  Noise 
Abatemenr  Act  I960. 

6.  CARAVAN  SITES  ACT  I960.  Two  persons  were  prosecuted  and  convicted  for 
contravening  Section  1 of  this  Act. 

7.  FAGTQRIBJ5 . The  required  number  of  conveniences  were  provided  for  the  new 
factory  established  at  Plasey  by  the  North  Wales  Agricultural  Engineers  Ltd. 

The  Register  ’was  amended  with  respect  to  the  change  of  occupation  at 

the  Bala  Press.  Certain  preliminary  enquiries  regarding  the  establishment 
of  a pottery  proved  abortive.  The  functions  of  the  Council  with  regard  to 
"Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Eire"  have  been  transfered  to  the  County  Council, 
as  Fire  Authority. 

8.  RODENT  CONTROL.  Treatments  a.re  carried  out  by  a part-time  operator  as  and  when 
required.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  r efuse  tip.  It  was  resolved 

to  treat  Penybont  Farm  free  of  charge  because  it  is  in  close  proximity  to  the 
tip. 

9.  HOUSING.  Two  Closing  Orders  were  made,  and  four  undertakings  accepted  under 
Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act  1957*  One  scheme  of  improvement  was 
completed  during  the  year.  No  new  houses  were  built.  The  Council  were 
represented  at  a meeting  held  at  Rhyl  to  publicize  the  New  Grants  for 
Letter  Homes.  The  Principal  Housing  Officer  of  the  Ministry(Miss  Williams) 
addressed  the  meeting. 

10.  RENT  ACT  1957  Three  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were . 
received.  The  Council  approved  two  in  respect  of  some  and  the  other  in 
respect  of  all  defects.  Two  certificates  were  issued.  In  the  third  case 
the  landlord  gave  an  undertaking  under  paragraph  5 of  the  First  Schedule. 

11.  SLAUfflTER  OF  AMMALS_.  The  following  animals  were  slaughtered:-

Two  whole  sheep  carcases  were  condemned  for  acute,  septic  pneumonia  and 
imperfect  bleeding.  Parts  were  condemned  for  pyelo-nephritis,  ascites,  hepatitis 
etc.  There  were  no  condemnations  for  tuberculosis  or  cysticerci. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  apprev  ed  by  the  Ministry. 


12.  UNSOUND  FOOD.  Voluntary  surrender  of  canned  goods  etc.  continues  and  the 
unsound  food  is  disposed  of  hy  burying  at  the  refuse  tip# 

13#  MILK  AND  DAIRIES.  Two  dealer’s  licences  and  one  supplementary  licence 
to  sell  raw  milk,  and  two  licences  to  sell  pasteurized  milk(one  in 
respect  of  a vending  machine)  were  issued.  Another  producer/retailer 
has  a restricted  sale  in  the  district. 

As  a result  of  the  Milk( Special  Designatiort)Regulations 
I960,  the  licensing  of  dealers  was  transfered  to  the  County  Council,  as 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  before  the  end  of  the  year# 

14«  ICE  CREAM.  No  new  registrations  were  effected  during  the  year  and  no 
samples  taken.  Only  one  establishment  produces  ice-cream  by  the 
complete  cold  nix  method. 

15 • FOOD  fflfGIENE.  Further  routine  work  under  this  heading  was 

carried  out  and  steps  taken  to  secure  certain  facilities  in  two  cases. 
There  were  no  prosecutions. 

16.  PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATHS.  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.
